Steinbeck's  "East  of  Eden" 

Though  critics  are  by  no  means  agreed  that  EAST  OF  EDEN  la 
John  Steinbeck's  best  novel,  they  are  Just  about  unanimous  In  ac- 
elaimlng  it  hla  most  ambitious  work.  Its  more  than  six  hundred 
pigei  and  Its  scope  of  years,  embracing  two  generations,  would  make 
thla  Judgment  seem  obvious.  However,  Steinbeck  has  attempted 
more  otherwise  In  his  novel  than  merely  greater  length:  he  has 
tackled  the  great  problem  of  the  nature  of  sin. 

The  story  of  EAST  OF  EDEN  concerns  Itself  with  two  families 
that  settled  in  the  Salinas  Valley  In  California  at  the  turn  of  the 
century.  One  of  these  families,  that  of  Samuel  Hamilton,  a  heroic 
and  somewhat  Improbable  Irishman,  seems  to  be  John  Steinbeck’s 
own  people  (even  to  the  extent  of  having  his  father,  wha  married 
one  of  Samuel’s  daughters,  and  himself  appear  in  the  novel!),  and 
*erve*  chiefly  as  a  foil  to  the  other  family,  that  of  Adam  Trask. 

After  spending  his  youth  In  wandering,  Adam  Trask  had 
eeme  home  to  his  New  England  farm  to  share  hla  Inheritance 
with  his  brother  Charles  upon  the  death  of  their  father. 
Adam,  a  mild  man,  could  not  understand  his  brother's  black 
rages  that  on  more  than  one  occasion  nearly  led  to  fratietde, 
but  with  maturity  the  two  men  had  come  to  tolerate  one  an¬ 
other,  with  even  some  show  of  affection.  This  new  bond  was 
again  broken  when  a  strange  young  woman  was  found  en 
their  farm,  badly  beaten  up.  In  the  face  of  Charles’  resent¬ 
ment,  Adam  nursed  the  girl  back  te  health,  married  her,  and 
took  her  away  with  him  to  settle  in  the  Salinas  Valley. 

Thus  we  are  brought  up  to  the  situation  at  the  beginning  of  the 
novel.  Now  Adam's  bride,  Cathy,  bears  him  twins.  The  reader  is  led 
to  believe  that  the  father  of  at  least  one  of  the  twins  may  well  have 
been  Charles,  Furthermore,  Cathy  Is  portrayed  as  cold,  treacherous, 
without  principles  or  feelings  that  we  would  call  human.  "I  believe 
there  are  monsters  born  In  the  world  to  human  parents,"  writes 
Steinbeck,  and  evidently  would  have  us  agree  with  him.  Well,  that 
1*  one  way  to  account  for  evil.  At  any  rate,  Cathy  deserts  her  babies 
almost  at  onee,  and  when  she  Is  heard  of  again,  she  Is  working  in  a 
brothel  In  nearby  Salinas. 

Adam's  twins  are  boys  whom  he  eventually  names,  after  Biblical 
characters,  Caleb  and  Aaron.  Like  Charles  and  Adam,  these  boys  are 
strangely  antagonistic.  Especially  Caleb  seems  to  be  imbued  with 
hate.  But  somewhere  along  as  a  result  of  philosophic  discoveries 
Involving  Adam,  old  Samuel,  and  a  Chinese  servant  of  Adam's  named 
I*«.  the  Idea  had  been  Intruded  Into  the  lives  of  these  people  that 
a  m*n  Is  responsible  for  hls  actions.  There  Is  some  rehashing  here  of 
the  old  problem  of  free  will— Just  how  much  is  a  man  responsible  for 
hls  actions  If  God  is  omnipotent  and  has  foreordained?  The  fourth 
chapter  of  Genesis  Is  the  basis  for  much  of  this  discussion  (see  pages 
301-303).  And  thus,  armed  witihMhis  new  (?)  creed,  Caleb  is  able  to 
overcome  his  hate,  and  incidentally  to  win  the  sweet  neighbor  girl 
Abra,  who  had  at  first  turned  to  the  apparently  superior  brother 
Aaron. 

I  have  found  that  the  reactions  of  readers  of  EAST  OF 
EDEN  vary  from  those  of  a  well-read  friend  of  mine  who 
considers  it  the  best  novel  he  has  read  to  those  who  think 
that  Steinbeck  has  slipped  out  of  the  fellowship  of  ranking 
novelists  altogether.  Somewhere  between  must  be  the  true 
rating.  Certainly  the  undercurrent  of  allegory  Interferes  with 
one’s  judgment.  I  found  myself  annoyed  by  the  Cain  and 
Abel  allegory,  made  so  obvious  by  naming  the  brother  pairs 
with  fn trials  C  and  A.  And  I  could  net  accept  the  unallerlated 
villainy  of  Cathy.  I  can  not  agree  that  any  humans  are  mon- 
ters. 

But  one  must  admit  that  Steinbeck  has  been  bold  in  dealing  with 
the  great  themes  of  evil  and  free  will.  Another  writer  in  another  day 
tackled  the  same  problem  and  produced  PARADISE  LOST.

Financial  Help  Is 
Provided  by  Loans 

Any  student  who  Is  in  need  of 
aid  oan  receive  financial  help  from 
the  Student  Loan  Fund  which  be¬ 
gan  operating  in  October,  1949. 
There  Is  approximately  $11,300 
available  In  this  fund  for  student 
loans. 

The  loans  are  divided  Into  four 
separate  funds:  The  Betty  Turner 
Loan  and  Scholarship  Fund,  the 
Alice  Perrin  Memorial  Fund,  The 
Albert  O.  Morehouse  Memorial 
Fund,  and  a  Miscellaneous  Fund. 

Organized  in  1949 

To  date,  over  270  students  have 
made  use  of  the  Student  Loan  Fund. 
The  average  size  of  the  loans  la 
$93,  and  the  average  duration  is 
nine  months.  Since  the  Loan  Fund 
was  organized  in  October,  1949,  a 
total  of  $24,964  has  been  lent.  Of 
that  amount  $17,191  has  been  re¬ 
paid,  leaving  a  balance  of  $7,773 
outstanding. 

Need  and  character  plus  suitable 
references  and  an  average  or  better 
academic  standing  are  the  general 
requirements  for  these  loans.  There 
is  no  interest,  carrying  charges,  or 
security  demanded  on  a  loan. 

Used  For  Education 

The  money  is  to  be  used  to  enable 
students  to  continue  their  college 
education.
